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stemming right from the House of Morgan, and Postal 
Telegraph have already started firing thousands of mes- 
senger boys who have been earning $6 and $7 a week— 
a move to blackmail the wages-hours authority into ex- 
empting the companies from paying the $11 minimum.

Following the lead of Western Union, the National 
Pecan Shellers Association has shut down plants employ- 
ing 50,000 workers. Their excuse: that a wage of 8 cents 
an hour ($8 to $4 a week) is all that anybody (except 
the employer) needs and that a wage of $11 for a 44- 
hour week is madness. 

What is this closing down of plants in order to main- 
tain a $3 to $4 wage level, but a conspiracy at the well- 
being of the entire country? 

Western Union and Postal Telegraph have another 
scheme up their sleeve. Where employees now receive 
more than the 25 cents an hour minimum, but work longer 
than 44 hours, the companies say that if they are com- 
pelled to reduce hours to 44, the workers will receive a 
slash in pay. 

What is this move, whereby a law to increase pur- 
chasing power is used to destroy it, but a cold-blooded 
attempt to spread economic disruption and discredit New 


Deal democracy. 

. Meanwhile, the best Tory brains are hard at work 
devising still other schemes of evasion. The New York 
Times, for example, urges employers to challenge the rul- 
ing of the wages-hours authority that where hourly rate

now prevailing, happens to be above 25 cents, it must be 


taken as the initial standard in determining the overtime 
rate for those particular employees. The Times urges 
employers to secure the right to determine the time and 
half for overtime not on the basis of the higher prevailing 
scale, but on the basis of the 25 cents minimum scale. 

Faced with this concerted subversive attack against 
the wages-hours law, the CIO and the A. F. of L. are 
taking steps to secure 100% enforcement. But how much 
re effective their efforts would be if coordinated in 
every locality and industry! 

Meanwhile, the federal government is duty-bound to 
seek every means of enforcing the law, punishing not 
only open violators but those who use tricky methods of 


being of the country, to create new markets for the 
business man and the farmer, must receive the support 
from all those whom it would benefit. 

Workers, farmers, small business and govern- 
ment must join in a mighty crusade to protect this New 
Deal law from the wreckers and to raise the living stand- 
ard and prosperity of the nation. .

Formally Takes Over 
B’klyn Probe; To See

Special Prosecutor John Harlan 
Amen, appointed by Gov. Lehman, 
yesterday took over the reigns of 
the probe into charges of miscon- 
duct and corruption in Brooklyn law 
enforcement circles. 

Amen spent the day conferring 
with candidates for jobs as his as- 
sistants. and later in the afternoon 
in private conference With Com- 
missioner of Investigation William 
B. Herlands who instituted the 
original probe at Mayor LaGuardia’s 
orders. Amen superseded Brooklyn 
District Attorney William F. X. 


Geoghan, whose office is under sus- 
picion of having underworld con- 
nections. 

The new prosecutor followed his 
conference with Herlands by meet- 
ing with Police Commissioner Lewis 
J. Valentine. It was understood 
that he intends to first clean up the 
theft of 7,200 Bergen Street police 
station records for which police 
lieutenant Cuthbert Behan is now 
under arrest and $25,000 bail. The 
missing records will show, accord- 
ing to Herlands, an illegal tieup be- 
tween certain police and racketeer- 
ing dall bondsmen. So far no trace 
of them have been found.
